Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Chatham: 

The  pressing  problem  of  pollution  —  the  poisoning  of 
our  air  and  waters  —  the  brutal  bulldozing  of  our  land  — 
for  what  is  all-too-often  termed  progress,  —  is  being  stressed 
ever  more  strongly  and  with  increasing  concern  by  responsible 
citizens  throughout  the  country.  Through  actions  taken  in  1969, 
the  citizens  of  Chatham  have  proved  their  awareness  of  this 
problem  and  their  determination  to  protect  our  environment 
through  the  adoption  of  By-Laws  to  guide  us  in  the  judicious 
use  of  our  land  and  our  other  natural  resources. 

We  must  continue  to  exercise  such  foresight  and  sound 
judgment  constantly,  if  we  are  to  protect  our  environment 
against  this  growing  destruction  and  preserve  this  wonder- 
ful heritage  of  ours  for  our  children. 

In  1969,  the  voters  approved  the  complete  amendment 
of  our  Protective  By-Law,  restructuring  it  for  easier  interpre- 
tation and  strengthening  it  to  afford  better  protection. 

Sirriilarly,  further  improvements  were  voted  in  other 
Codes  and  Regulations  such  as  the  Sign  Code  and  the  Build- 
ing Code. 

Traffic  Rules  were  amended  to  improve  conditions  at 
our  beaches,  particularly  in  South  Chatham.  Several  Town 
Landings  were  improved. 

The  North  Beach  Regulations  were  up-dated  and 
strengthened  to  control  growing  abuses  during  the  past  few 
years,  to  protect  this  great  natural  resource,  and  to  make  it 
available  for  multi-purpose  recreational  uses  such  as  swimming, 
hiking,  picnicking,  etc.  as  well  as  fishing. 

Additional  Conservancy  Districts  were  approved  to  furn- 
ish protection  to  our  shores,  marshes  and  inland  wetlands. 

The  new  launching  ramp  was  installed  at  Mitchell 
River. 

Engineering  surveys  are  complete  for  the  dredging  in 
and  around  the  Ryders  Cove  area. 
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The  long-awaited  dredging  of  Oyster  River  is  to  become 
a  reality  —  engineering  is  complete  —  funds  are  available  — 
area  for  the  disposition  of  the  spoil  is  approved  and  the 
project  is  scheduled  for  completion  early  in  the  Spring  of  1970. 

The  Army  Engineers  have  completed  all  preliminary 
studies  on  the  maintenance  dredging  of  the  Stage  Harbor 
Channel  and  hopefully  this  project  can  be  done  in  the  Spring 
of  1970. 

After  many  conferences  in  Boston,  the  final  plans  and 
specifications  of  Phase  I  of  the  Sewerage  Project  were  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Department  of  Water  Pollution  Control. 
Advertising  for  Bids  should  be  placed  early  in  February 
1970  and  certain  phases  of  the  construction  may  be  under- 
taken during  1970. 

The  Betterment  Assessment  Program,  initially  voted  at 
the  1968  Annual  Meeting,  was  implemented  by  the  con- 
struction of  Heritage  Lane,  Nob  Hill  Road,  and  Indian  Hill 
Road.  Petitions  have  been  processed  for  additional  roads  to 
be  constructed  under  this  program.  Hopefully,  favorable  action 
will  be  authorized  at  the  1970  Annual  Meeting. 

The  foregoing  are  a  few  of  the  highlights  of  the  year 
1969. 

The  ready  and  willing  cooperation  of  other  Town  Offi- 
cials is  acknowledged  with  sincere  appreciation. 

Also,  the  valuable  contributions  made  to  effective  Town 
government  by  the  many  talented  and  dedicated  people  who 
served  so  effectively  on  various  unpaid  Town  Boards  and 
Committees  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

Such  participation  in  Town  affairs  surely  is  government 
of,  by  and  for  the  people  of  Chatham. 
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We  regret  the  loss  of  Arthur  H.  Alexander,  Harry  A. 
Bearse,  George  W.  Bloomer,  Jr.,  Thomas  Clark,  Norman  J. 
Jones,  Sr.,  Willard  H.  Nickerson,  Sr.,  and  Jesse  Lewis  Tuttle, 
former  members  of  Town  Government  who  passed  away 
during  1969.

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Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

The  protection  provided  the  shores  and  marshes  by  the 
Conservancy  Districts  has  given  the  Conservation  Commission 
the  opportunity  to  devote  some  of  its  time  and  attention 
to  other  conservation  problems.  This  past  year  a  study  and  an 
analysis  of  potential  water  pollution  has  been  undertaken  in 
an  effort  to  determine  adequate  solutions.  The  necessity  for 
clean  water  not  only  for  the  shellfishing,  but  also  for  the 
summer  recreational  activities  is  of  prime  economic  and 
esthetic  importance  to  the  community. 

The  Commission  has  been  particularly  concerned  with 
the  potential  effect  of  the  Federal  plan  for  the  development 
of  the  Pleasant  Bay  area  in  which  the  towns  of  Chatham, 
Harwich  and  Orleans  would  be  required  to  provide  additional 
boat  landings  and  marinas  for  general  public  use.  The  problems 
which  might  arise  from  this  expansion  of  boating  activity 
have  been  given  careful  consideration. 

The  attention  of  the  Commission  was  called  to  the 
acute  difficulty  for  the  fishermen  caused  by  the  presence  of 
great  numbers  of  dogfish  on  the  fishing  grounds.  An  attempt 
was  made  to  determine  the  exact  cause  of  this  increase. 
Therefore  inquiries  were  made  of  the  Bureau  of  Commercial 
Fisheries,  the  Marine  Biological  Laboratory  and  the  Woods 
Hole  Oceanographic  Institute  for  extensive  information  on 
the  feeding  habits  of  these  fish  in  the  local  area.  The 
Commission  was  informed  that  such  a  study  would  have  to 
be  undertaken  over  a  large  area  and  that  this  would  involve 
too  great  an  expense  to  be  incurred  at  the  present  time. 

The  conservation  of  the  Cedar  Swamp  by  the  Town 
is  of  great  importance  as  an  open  space  area.  It  is  hoped 
that  these  holdings  in  the  Cedar  Swamp  may  be  augmented 
in  the  future. 
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Throughout  the  year,  a  careful  check  has  been  main- 
tained to  assure  that  the  conservation  regulations  of  the 
Town  were  upheld.  The  Conservation  Commission  shall 
continue  this  surveillance  in  the  future.

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Health  were  held  each 
Monday  at  the  Town  Offices.  Emergency  meetings  were  held 
as  needed. 

Dog  bites,  contagious  diseases  and  premature  births  were 
checked  and  reported  as  required  by  the  State  Department. 
Nuisance  complaints  were  checked  and  decisions  rendered. 

There  is  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  cars  and 
trucks  using  the  Disposal  Area  and  we  are  constantly  trying 
to  improve  the  methods  of  disposal.  A  schedule  of  hours  is 
now  in  effect,  with  a  custodian  in  attendance  at  all  times. 

Over  two  hundred  school  children  received  complete 
dental  care  at  our  Clinic  under  the  supervision  of  Margaret 
Guild,  R.N.  and  Richard  Zeigler,  D.M.D. 

This  Board  wishes  to  thank  members  of  all  other  Depart- 
ments of  the  Town  for  their  cooperation  during  the  year  1969. 

We  are  most  appreciative  of  the  assistance  given  to  this 
Department  by  our  County  Sanitarian,  Mr.  Sturtevant  and  the 
use  of  the  facilities  of  the  Barnstable  County  Laboratory.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Chatham 

Throughout  1969  we  have  continued  with  our  regular 
meetings  twice  each  month  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesdays. 
We  have  dealt  with  approximately  sixty  plans  for  which  ap- 
proval was  not  required  and  eight  subdivisions  totalling  approx- 
imately thirty  lots. 

Prior  to  the  regular  Town  Meeting  of  March  1969,  the 
Planning  Board  held  several  special  meetings  as  well  as  public 
hearings  in  anticipation  of  completely  revising  the  Protective 
By-Law  and  Protective  By-Law  Map.  The  Planning  Board 
and  all  of  the  many  committees  that  put  so  much  effort  into 
this  By-Law  revision  were  most  gratified  by  the  support  re- 
ceived at  the  Town  Meeting  and  the  complete  acceptance  of 
our  revision  with  the  exception  of  the  Industrial  Area. 

Since  the  meeting  of  last  March,  the  Planning  Board 
has  met  with  a  special  committee  on  several  occasions  to  work 
out  a  proposal  to  the  Town  for  a  new  Industrial  Area. 

A  comprehensive  Marine  Study  Committee  comprised  of 
approximately  twenty  persons  have  met  through  the  latter  half 
of  1969  at  least  once  a  month  with  an  aim  to  study  the  needs 
of  commercial  and  pleasure  use  of  shore  front  areas.  This 
committee  intends  to  have  their  recommendations  ready  for 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March  of  1970. 

Minor  amendments  to  the  Subdivision  Regulations  have 
been  made  in  1969,  mostly  in  the  nature  of  technical  cor- 
rections to  up  date  and  clarify  these  Regulations. 

With  the  receipt  of  the  engineered  and  surveyed  proposed 
"south  street"  lay-out,  the  Planning  Board  hopes  to  meet  with 
the  Traffic  Study  Committee  and  submit  a  report  to  the  Town 
at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  1970. 

The  work  done  by  those  in  anticipation  of  the  1969  Town 
Meeting  and  the  study  of  the  Industrial  possibilities  and  the 
study  of  the  Marine  areas,  has  been  accomplished  by  so  many 
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individuals  and  the  Planning  Board  thanks  each  and  every  one 
for  their  time  and  effort  in  aiding  the  Town  toward  a  more 
comprehensive  and  workable  By-Law.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MARINE 
FACILITIES 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Chatham 

Last  year  the  Committee  which  assisted  the  Planning 
Board  on  the  revision  of  the  Protective  By-Law,  considered 
some  provisions  for  defining  and  locating  "Marine  facilities" 
It  was  decided  that  further  study  was  needed  before  anj 
recommendations  could  be  made.  A  new  Committee  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Planning  Board  to  assist  them  in  this  matter. 
The  Committee  was  large  and  enthusiastic.  A  few  sub-commit- 
tees were  appointed  to  take  care  of  particular  aspects  of  the 
subject. 

The  final  conclusions  of  this  Committee  will  be  incorpo- 
rated in  Articles  in  the  Town  Warrant,  including  definitions 
of  Marine  and  Commercial  Fishing  facilities,  their  uses  and 
locations.  The  Selectmen  have  contacted  the  Department  of 
Natural  Resources  relative  to  possible  State  funds  for  a  ramp, 
parking  area  and  toilet  facilities  on  the  Town-owned  property 
at  Jack  Knife  Harbor,  and  the  State  plans  have  been  reviewed 
by  this  Committee.  A  report  of  the  sub-committee  on  Town 
Landings  recommends  the  classification  of  the  Landings  accord- 
ing to  their  facilities  and  possible  uses  and  an  Article  in  the 
Warrant  will  request  that  they  be  permanently  and  plainly 
bounded. 

The  Planning  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  those  who  have 
faithfully  served  on  this  Committee  and  trusts  that  their  efforts 
will  be  recognized  by  the  Town  at  the  Town  Meeting  by  favor- 
able action  on  their  recommendations.

Continuing  the  policy  of  the  past  few  years,  the  Chatham 
Board  of  Appeals  holds  scheduled  meetings  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Wednesdays  of  the  month  at  8:00  P.M.  in  the  Hearing 
Room  of  the  Chatham  Fire  Station  whenever  an  appellant 
has  an  appeal  or  case  to  bring  before  the  Board.  Knowing 
ahead  of  time  the  regular  hearing  dates  seems  to  work  well, 
as  it  enables  an  appellant  to  plan  for  a  hearing,  and  other 
Town  Officials  and  Boards  to  know  what  to  expect. 

There  were  35*  Zoning  Board  cases  for  the  year,  and, 
acting  as  the  Sign  Code  Appeals  Committee,  one  Sign  Code 


case,  with  action  taken  as  follows: 

Number  granted  15 

Number  denied  8 

Withdrawn  1 

Conditional  Variances  5 

Special  Permits  6 

35 

Sign  Code  case  denied  1 


*One  of  the  cases  listed  was  reviewed  a  second  time,  hence  is 
counted  twice  in  the  total. 

The  total  number  of  cases  heard  last  year,  36>  is  more  than 
twice  "the  number  of  cases  heard  in  1968,  when  only  16 
hearings  were  held.  It  seems  that  in  a  Town  such  as  Chatham, 
where  many  properties,  being  old,  do  not  conform  to  present 
zoning  requirements,  there  are  many  requests  for  variances 
or  special  permits  on  the  part  of  owners  who  wish  to  make 
changes  in  their  properties.  It  is  the  function  and  responsibility 
of  the  Board  of  Appeals  to  hear  all  such  formal  requests 
and  to  make  decisions  which  are  consistent  with  provisions  of 
the  Protective  By-Law.  In  one  instance  during  the  year,  the 
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decision  of  the  Board  was  taken  exception  to  by  the  Appellant, 
and  the  case  was  taken  to  the  Superior  Court.  As  of  the  end 
of  the  year,  the  final  disposition  of  the  case  has  not  been 
determined. 

The  Board  is  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  and  consists  of 
five  regular  and  two  associate  members.  The  appointments 
are  such  that,  in  general,  the  terms  of  no  more  than  two  mem- 
bers expire  in  any  one  year.  It  is  with  regret  that  one  of  our 
members,  Mr.  Rolf  Sandberg,  who  had  served  faithfully  and 
effectively  for  eleven  years,  felt  that  he  must  resign  because  of 
health  and  personal  reasons.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that 
Mr.  Ronald  McVickar  was  appointed  as  an  associate  member, 
to  take  Mr.  Sandberg's  place.  Most  certainly  all  of  the  mem- 
bers have  served  conscientiously  and  well,  as  has  the  Clerk, 
Mrs.  Shirley  Sylva. 

The  Board  is  pleased  to  note  the  interest  shown  by  the 
citizens  of  the  Town  in  its  work  and  responsibilities,  partic- 
ularly when  controversial  cases  come  up,  and  appreciates  the 
support  and  cooperation  given  by  other  Official  Boards  and 
Town  Officials.

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Report  of  the  Shellfish  Advisory  Committee

Gentlemen: 

The  Shellfish  Advisory  Committee  has  held  monthly 
meetings  throughout  the  year.  Important  subjects  pertaining 
to  the  industry  and  its  problems  have  been  considered. 
1969  has  been  another  good  year  for  our  Chatham  Shell- 
fishery  (see  Report  of  the  Shellfish  Warden). 

The  Marine  Study  Committee  meetings  of  the  Planning 
Board  pointed  up  the  pressures  for  increased  marine  facilities 
to  meet  the  greater  public  demand.  It  is  important  to  under- 
stand that  a  substantial  portion  of  the  need  for  marine 
expansion  comes  from  non-residents  —  non-taxpayers. 

The  Shellfish  Advisory  Committee  recognizes  the 
necessity  of  improving  and  increasing  our  Town  facilities 
within  commercial  and  environmental  limitations.  However,  we 
should  weigh  the  total  values  involved  —  the  commercial 
and  environmental  losses  and  gains  —  before  making  changes 
in  our  marine  facilities. 

We  recognize  that  our  shellfishing  industry  may  inad- 
vertently suffer  as  a  result  of  marine  expansion  —  marinas, 
launching  ramps,  dredging,  etc.  It  is  hoped  that  through 
greater,  knowledge  of  our  Chatham  shellfish  resource,  result- 
ing from  in-depth  research,  we  may  control  deterioration  to  a 
considerable  degree,  and  may  determine  methods  of  increasing 
our  productivity  in  areas  not  affected. 

This  committee  recommends  more  research  and  adequate 
controls  to  preserve  our  shellfish  productivity,  which  accounts 
for  annual  income  of  approximately  $500,000  to  several 
hundred  Chatham  residents,  and  represents  one  of  our  Town's 
greatest  natural  assets. 
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Successful  shellfishing  demands  clean  water.  Any  trend 
toward  pollution  or  over-commercialization  of  our  waters 
must  be  checked  before  rather  than  after  it  becomes  a  real 
problem.  We  are  now  at  the  cross-road  when  objective 
thinking  and  wise  decisions  are  essential.

All  work  was  done  in  the  usual  manner.  Also,  all  extra 
work  that  was  planned  has  been  done. 

The  road  work  in  the  new  section  of  the  Union  Cemetery 
has  been  completed  and  the  water  line  has  been  extended 
through  the  middle  of  this  section.  In  the  Seaside  Cemetery 
the  roads  on  three  avenues  have  been  hot  mixed  with  bitu- 
minous concrete  and  it  is  hoped  that  we  can  do  a  few  more 
next  year.  Also  in  this  cemetery  the  water  line  has  been 
extended  up  three  avenues  through  the  new  sections.  We  hope 
that  our  budget  will  allow  us  to  do  the  necessary  road  work 
in  the  South  Chatham  cemetery,  also  to  extend  the  water 
line  there,  as  we  have  done  in  other  cemeteries.

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Report  of  Insect  Pest  Control  Superintendent 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Massachusetts 

Sirs: 

In  accordance  with  Sections  6  &  7  of  the  General  Laws, 
I  submit  the  following  report,  for  the  year  1969. 

Work  was  started  in  late  winter,  and  early  spring,  scout- 
ing for  egg  clusters.  Some  of  our  neighboring  towns  have  some 
gypsy  moths,  but  it  hasn't  been  noticed  in  Chatham,  as  yet. 
In  the  event  anyone  should  check  their  property,  they  should 
look  for  tan-colored  patches  on  the  underside  of  branches, 
mainly  on  oaks  and  pines. 

The  tent-caterpillar  came  in  heavier,  than  in  the  past, 
but  was  kept  under  control  with  applications  of  Sevin. 

We  have  a  new  pest  which  showed  up  very  light  in  1968, 
but  in  1969,  it  got  to  be  quite  a  pest.  It  was  identified  this 
year  at  Waltham  Field  Station,  as  the  "Spotted  Tussock  Moth". 
The  eggs  hatch  on  the  underside  of  leaves  of  mainly  oaks, 
but  on  many  other  different  trees  as  well.  They  do  little 
damage  to  the  trees,  as  they  go  back  and  forth  from  tree 
to  ground  on  a  fine  string,  later  on  in  the  months  of  August 
and  September.  They  crawl  on  the  sides  of  houses,  and 
buildings,  finding  a  place  for  the  winter.  About  October  15  th 
they  are  in  a  cocoon  under  cellar  bulk-heads,  in  garages,  etc. 
We  expect  some  trouble  from  them,  again,  next  year. 

The  wood-tick  is  now  being  studied  at  the  University  of 
Mass.  This  pest  is  very  hard  to  control,  as  it  is  so  spotty, 
and  before  an  insecticide  can  be  recommended,  all  the  habits  of 
the  tick  has  to  be  known,  especially  where  it  winters.  It  is 
now  recommended  that  people  mow  all  high  grass  on  their 
property.  We  hope  to  have  more  information  on  this  subject 
by  this  summer. 

The  Pine-tipped  Moth  is  the  Number  1  topic,  today,  and 
I  want  to  give  a  little  bit  of  information  on  that,  which  I 
have  gathered  in  the  past  year.  This  town  sent  in  samples 
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this  last  spring,  for  a  larva  test,  to  the  Univ.  of  Mass.,  and 
the  report  came  back  that  the  parasite  was  infecting  the  larva, 
but  still  they  came,  and  we  did  the  best  we  could  with  what  we 
had  to  work  with.  This  coming  year  we  hope  to  do  better 
with  a  treatment  of  Sigon,  a  new  and  tried  insecticide.

In  1969  your  Police  Department  continued  its  efforts 
to  stabilize  its  personnel,  train  and  educate  its  members  to 
better  and  more  efficiently  police  our  Town.  The  department 
lost  only  one  member  during  the  past  year,  (he  went  out  of 
State  to  another  Police  Department)  and  as  we  begin  1970 
we  are  at  full  complement.  In-service  training  is  constantly 
on  and  will  be  continued  in  1970.  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  at  present,  seven  Police  Officers  are  attending  College'  or 
University  courses  relating  to  Police  Science. 

The  Chatham  Police  salary  scale  put  into  effect  last  year 
and  the  increases  asked  for  in  1970  will  bring  the  depart- 
ment pay  more  in  line  —  but  will  have  to  be  continually 
studied  to  get  and  hold  desirable  men.  —  The  members  of  the 
department  have  asked  for  some  kind  of  job  security.  Tenure 
of  office  was  selected  as  the  best  for  the  men  and  the  Town. 
An  article  on  this  will  be  in  the  1970  Town  Meeting,  asking 
the  voters  to  petition  the  General  Court  to  create  legislation 
which  would  be  handled  as  a  referendum  on  the  ballot  at 
the  1971  election. 

Parking  is  still  a  problem.  —  Something  more  has  to  be 
done  at  Ryders  Cove.  Signs  with  increased  penalties  for  viola- 
tion helped  at  our  neighborhood  beaches  but  certainly  is  not 
the  entire  answer.  —  Also  more  off  Street  parking  on  Main 
Street  would  be  very  useful. 

During  the  last  few  years  the  Cape  Cod  Police  Depart- 
ments have  been  noting  a  change  in  the  type  of  crimes  being 
committed  on  the  Cape,  and  the  fact  that  more  serious  offen- 
ses are  on  the  increase.  Cape  Police  must  make  a  maximum 
effort  in  coordinating  their  activities  and  communicating  their 
suspects  and  problems.  Chatham  Police  and  citizens  must  work 
together  to  combat  further  growth  of  crime  here.  Citizens  must 
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get  involved  too.  —  A  Police  Department  can  not  operate 
without  citizen  support  and  cooperation  —  at  this  point  let  me 
state  Chatham's  Police  Department  realizes  how  fortunate  it 
is  in  having  some  citizens  who  will  get  involved.  To  all  those 
who  have  reported  crimes  or  incidents  of  suspicious  nature  we 
express  our  sincere  appreciation. 

The  Police  Station  is  in  need  for  remodeling  and  repairs 
in  three  specific  areas: 

L    More  Office  Space. 

2.  Remodeling  of  the  Dispatch  Cage,  File  Room  — 
Sergeants  and  Chiefs  office  and  Public  area. 

3.  Repair  and  remodeling  of  the  Cell  area  and  garage. 
The  1970  Town  Meeting  will  have  an  article  asking  for  funds 
to  deal  with  Project  #1.  Numbers  two  and  three  will  be 
taken  up  in  the  future. 

With  the  increase  in  traffic  (Note:  -  More  accidents  again 
in  1969  —  No  fatalities  however)  and  the  growth  of  Businesses, 
especially  along  Route  28,  it  is  recommended  that  the  Police 
Department  and  the  Traffic  Study  Committee  examine  problem 
areas  and  make  changes  where  possible. 

It  is  good  to  report  that  problems  your  Police  Department 
was  concerned  with  last  year  have  been  acted  upon  by  Town 
Officials  and  interested  citizens.  These  are  the  Marine  Study 
Committee,  the  Drug  Action  Committee  and  the  Selectmen's 
plans  to  protect  and  preserve  North  Beach.  Continued  interest 
and  action  in  these  areas  will  greatly  aid  the  Police  Depart- 
ment and  keep  our  town  what  we  want  it  to  be. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
the  various  Town  Officials  and  Departments,  and  local  Civic 
Organizations  for  their  cooperation  and  support.

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Report  of  the  Fire  Department 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  #6  and  #7 
of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Chatham,  I  submit  the 
following  report  of  the  Fire  Department. 

This  year  once  again  the  total  number  of  fire  and  rescue 
calls  reached  a  new  high.  Last  year  the  total  was  535  calls  with 
this  year's  total  up  to  611. 

One  total  loss  of  a  home  in  Chathamport  contributed 
to  a  high  fire  loss  for  the  year  1969.  I  wish  to  report  that 
the  morale  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  department  is  very 
high  which  I  am  sure  is  reflected  by  the  efficiency  that  I 
believe  the  department  has  shown. 

Two  articles  will  appear  in  the  warrant  this  year  by 
request  of  the  Fire  Department,  one  asking  for  a  sum  of 
money  to  replace  the  ambulance  and  the  other  for  a  sum  of 
money  to  replace  the  rescue  truck. 

I  once  again  would  like  to  try  to  stress  the  need  for 
starting  a  stabilization  fund  for  the  future  purchase  of  fire 
equipment.  Towns  may  appropriate  money  to  provide  for 
future  capital  expenditures  in  this  way.  When  we  purchase 
ambulances,  rescue  trucks  and  fire  trucks  they  cost  large  sums 
of  money.  As  I  stated  in  my  1965  report  that  we  would  soon 
have  to  replace  Eng.  1  as  it  was  17  years  old,  well  now  it  is  1970 
and  Eng.  1  is  now  21  years  old.  In  the  replacing  of  this  truck 
we  are  talking  about  $30,000.00.  If  this  method  of  using  a 
stabilization  fund  can  be  started  and  a  sum  set  aside  each  year 
for  fire  apparatus  replacement  the  program  can  be  workable 
and  the  impact  on  the  tax  rate  will  be  much  less  when  a  piece 
of  apparatus  is  purchased  for  replacement  of  old  equipment. 
Eng.  3  is  a  1954  so  we  can  look  for  replacement  of  it  around  1974 
or  1975,  Eng.2  is  a  1959  so  we  can  look  for  replacement  of

it  around  1979  or  1980.  We  also  still  have  a  need  for  a 
ladder  truck.  I  feel  the  Town  has  not  received  the  proper 
ladder  service  without  such  equipment. 

This  last  year  repairs  were  made  to  fire  department 
buildings  and  equipment  as  part  of  a  yearly  maintenance  pro- 
gram. This  year  a  sum  is  being  asked  for  in  the  budget  to 
replace  the  heating  system  in  the  South  Chatham  station. 

This  year  ambulance  calls  were  increased  by  78  calls 
and  we  were  once  again  burdened  by  a  great  number  of 
pumping  calls  due  to  the  large  amount  of  rain.  Drills  were  held 
throughout  the  year  and  a  first  aid  course  run  to  bring  all 
cards  up  to  date.  Personnel  also  attended  courses  on  Emergency 
Medical  Service  held  at  Harvard  College. 

I  want  to  acknowledge  the  co-operation  received  from 
residents  of  the  Town  and  from  the  various  departments  of 
the  Town.  The  support  and  efforts  of  the  officers  and  men 
of  the  department  and  of  the  False  Alarms  (our  ladies'  aux- 
iliary) is  deeply  appreciated.

Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  No.  6  and  7 
of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Chatham,  I  hereby  submit  the 
following  report  as  Shellfish  Warden  for  1969. 

Due  in  part  to  a  drop  in  the  number  of  commercial 
fishermen  engaged  in  the  quahog  industry,  landings  have  been 
off  somewhat  from  1968.  However,  with  an  excellent  scallop 
crop  and  good  prices  overall  for  shellfish,  it  has  been  a  good 
year  for  Chatham  Shellfisheries. 

Quahog  landings  were  approximately  9,800  bushels. 

Town  scallop  bags  were  again  used  with  landings  of  nearly 
150,000  lbs. 

Conk  landings  have  increased,  with  the  introduction  of 
more  "conk-traps".  This  has  been  profitable  and  has  contrib- 
uted heavily  to  the  destruction  of  many  predators. 

Again  as  in  1968  a  joint  seed  moving  program  was  carried 
out  with  the  Town  of  Harwich  in  the  Pleasant  Bay  area. 

510  bushels  of  small  quahog  seed  was  dug  and  transplanted 
within  the  Bay  Area. 

The  special  oyster  season  in  Crows  Pond  attracted  many 
local  citizens.  At  present  the  continuation  of  this  program  is  in 
doubt,  because  the  source  of  supply  of  seed-oysters  has  been 
depleted.  However,  every  effort  will  be  made  to  assure  this 
program  will  continue  to  some  degree. 

The  ever  present  fears  of  pollution  concerns  all  in  the 
shellfish  industry  and  I  would  ask  all  citizens  of  our  community 
to  help  keeping  these  fears  from  becoming  reality  and  en- 
dangering our  shellfish  resources.

Gentlemen: 

Sewerage 

The  March  1969  Annual  Town  Meeting  voted  357  to  55 
to  authorize  the  construction  of  a  sewerage  system  —  to  serve 
certain  parts  of  the  Town  generally  as  shown  on  a  plan  prepared 
by  Whitman  &  Howard,  Engineers,  delineated  as  Phase  I  on 
said  plan. 

The  sum  of  $1,755,600.  was  appropriated  for  the  fore- 
going purpose  and  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen  was  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $1,755,600. 
at  one  time  or  from  time  to  time  under  and  pursuant  to  the 
General  Laws  and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  there- 
fore, each  issue  of  such  bonds  or  notes  to  be  payable  in  not 
more  than  thirty  (30)  years  from  its  date,  provided  that,  if 
and  to  the  extent  that  any  grant  or  grants  of  Federal  or  State 
funds,  or  both,  are  received  for  the  aforesaid  purposes  prior 
to  the  sale  of  all  the  bonds  or  notes  hereinbefore  authorized, 
the  aggregate  amount  of  such  grant  or  grants  (at  that  date 
estimated  to  be  $899,000.)  shall  be  expended  in  lieu  of  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds  or  notes,  and  the  authorized  amount 
of  such  bonds  or  notes  to  the  extent  they  shall  not  haye  been 
sold,  shall  be  reduced  accordingly. 

Our  applications  for  both  Federal  and  State  aid  were 
completed,  signed  and  forwarded  next  day  to  the  Cape  Cod 
Planning  and  Economic  Development  Commission,  which  ap- 
proved the  applications  on  March  27th,  and  by  April  1,  1969 
they  were  delivered  to  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources 
Commission,  Division  of  Water  Pollution  Control,  which  ap- 
proves both  State  and  Federal  grants  for  aid.  On  April  24th 
members  of  this  Committee,  Selectmen  and  engineers  of  Whit- 
man &  Howard  met  Mr.  Greeley,  Chief  Engineer  of  Water 
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Pollution  Control,  at  his  office  for  review  of  our  applications. 
He  requested  a  number  of  changes  both  of  design  and  cost 
estimate  before  he  could  approve  the  project.  Also  he  advised 
us  that  there  would  not  be  any  money  available  for  Federal 
and  State  aid  before  the  beginning  of  the  next  Fiscal  Year 
starting  July  1,  1969,  and  then  not  until  Congress  appropriated 
funds,  nor  would  he  express  any  opinion  as  to  when  or  in  what 
amount  Federal  money  would  be  available. 

Subsequently,  the  requested  changes  in  Plans  &  Specifi- 
cations were  completed  by  our  Engineers,  and  repeated  con- 
tacts made  with  Water  Pollution  Control  to  assure  that  our 
project  would  not  be  by-passed.  Finally,  in  December  with  the 
Fiscal  Year  nearly  half  gone,  Congress  appropriated  funds  to 
help  finance  construction  costs  of  projects  under  the  Clean 
Waters  Restoration  Act  of  1966  and  on  December  18,  1969,  at 
a  meeting  in  Boston  with  Water  Pollution  Control,  attended 
by  the  Selectmen,  members  of  this  Committee  and  our  engin- 
eers, Mr.  Greeley  advised  that  our  Plans  &  Specifications  are 
approved  (a  letter  of  confirmation  is  now  in  the  Selectmen's 
office)  and  that  Federal  and  State  grants  for  aid  amounting 
to  75%,  with  probably  another  5%  of  the  eligible  construction 
costs,  will  be  forthcoming.  It  will  then  be  possible  to  advertise 
for  bids  by  late  March  1970  and  have  contracts  awarded  so 
that  construction  work  in  Town  streets  can  start  promptly  at 
the  close  of  the  1970  summer  season  and  be  completed  before 
the  summer  season  of  1971  gets  under  way. 

The  $1,755,600.  which  was  authorized  at  the  1969  Town 
Meeting  was  predicated  on  an  estimate  made  January  1,  1969 
for  construction  starting  in  the  Fall  of  that  year  and  based 
on  the  engineers'  completed  plans  as  of  that  date.  Since  then, 
when  our  applications  for  aid  along  with  drawings  were  filed, 
Water  Pollution  Control  insisted  on  a  number  of  expensive 
changes  and  additions  to  the  plans,  which  coupled  with  the 
substantial  and  ever  accelerating  increase  in  construction  costs 
(the  E.N.R.  cost  index  increased  11.4%  during  the  1969  calendar 
year)  have  increased  the  estimated  total  cost  to  $2,125,000.  if 
constructed  during  the  1970-71  period.  Of  this  total  cost, 
Federal  and  State  grants  for  aid  are  estimated  to  amount  to 
$1,080,000.  leaving  a  net  cost  to  the  Town  of  $1,045,000. 
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The  following  table  gives  an  approximate  breakdown  of 
the  project  cost  as  estimated.

While  the  $1,775,600.  appropriated  at  the  1969  Annual 
Town  Meeting  is  more  than  adequate  to  finance  the  estimated 
net  cost  to  the  Town  of  $1,045,000.,  the  Massachusetts  Emer- 
gency Finance  Commission  advised  that  the  Town  Meeting 
must  authorize  borrowing  up  to  the  total  estimated  cost  of 
$2,125,000.  or  $349,400.  additional. 

In  our  estimate  of  the  effect  of  this  project  on  the 
General  Tax  rate  we  have,  in  an  effort  to  keep  abreast 
of  the  accelerating  cost  of  borrowing,  increased  the  interest 
rate  on  the  30  year  bond  issue  from  5%. to  6%  and  the 
interest  rate  on  notes  to  abutters  from  6%  to  7%. 

Even  with  the  increased  cost  of  the  sewer  construction 
and  interest  rates,  as  estimated,  the  increase  in  the  General 
Tax  rate  will  be  less  than  $1.50  per  thousand  dollars  of 
assessed  valuation  the  first  year,  and  the  cost  to  abutters  for 
lateral  sewers  for  the  first  year  should  not  exceed  $1.50  per 
lineal  foot  of  frontage,  and  depends  on  the  rate  of  interest  at 
which  the  bond  issue  or  notes  is  negotiated. 
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Water 

There  has  not  been  any  substantial  change  or  extension 
of  water  lines  by  the  Chatham  Water  Co.  during  the  year. 
The  Company  has  been  active  in  its  effort  to  secure  a  well 
site  remote  from  the  present  well  area,  and  reports  that  it  has 
been  successful  in  locating  such  a  site  with  water  of  satisfactory 
quality  and  quantity,  and  expects  to  acquire  possession  during 
1970.

Seven  trees  were  removed  in  the  past  year.  These  trees  were 
elms,  and  were  victims  of  Dutch  Elm  Disease.  There  are  four 
more  on  private  property  which  will  be  removed  before  spring. 
At  this  time  there  is  no  known  cure  for  this  disease.  Despite  the 
continued  loss  of  many  of  our  elms,  we  are  making  progress 
in  the  control  of  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease.  This  progress 
is  directly  related  to  the  efforts  put  forth  and  the  monies 
expended  by  the  individual  cities  and  towns.  The  sum  total 
of  these  efforts  and  expenditures,  despite  continued  losses  of 
trees,  has  placed  Massachusetts  in  the  lead,  as  far  as  control 
of  the  disease  is  concerned.

The  G.I.  Bill  of  Rights  was  25  years  old  on  June  22, 
1969  and  during  this  time  it  has  benefited  more  than  20 
million  veterans.  It  is  estimated  that  of  the  fifteen  and  one 
half  million  veterans  of  World  War  II  that  half  of  them  went 
to  college  or  took  up  specialized  training. 

Each  veteran  considering  schooling  under  the  G.I.  Bill 
should  make  sure  the  training  institution  and  the  training  pro- 
gram they  select  has  been  certified  by  the  State  Approving 
Agency.  This  is  a  protection  for  the  veteran. 

If  the  veteran  had  government  insurance  while  in  the 
service,  then  he  has  120  days  after  his  separation  from  service 
to  convert  the  policy  to  a  regular  individual  insurance  in  any 
participation  commercial  insurance  company. 

A  veteran  has  to  have  his  Certificate  of  Eligibility  before 
schooling  or  training.  To  obtain  this  the  veteran  has  to  fill 
out  an  application  on  form  21  -  1990  and  send  it  and  his 
DD  -214  to  Boston.  Then  he  will  get  the  form  to  file  for  his 
certificate.  Then  this  may  require  a  trip  to  Boston  in  person 
for  his  certificate.  This  is  the  only  way  it  can  be  done  because 
local  offices  can  only  supply  the  21  -  1990  form. 

This  year  showed  another  increase  in  the  activities  of 
this  office.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  6  and  7 
of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Chatham,  I  hereby  submit  the 
following  report  as  Harbor  Master  for  the  year  of  1969. 

The  seasonal  aids  to  navigation  marking  the  channels  into 
Mitchell  River,  the  Mill  Ponds,  Pleasant  Bay  and  Ryder  Cove 
were  set  in  the  spring  and  relieved  in  the  fall  and  early  winter 
of  1969.  A  new  buoy  set  off  Hencoop  Point  was  added  to  the 
Mitchell  River  system  and  two  larger  buoys  were  set  in 
Pleasant  Bay,  one  off  the  northwest  corner  of  Strong  Island 
Flat  and  one  on  the  end  of  Dogfish  Bar.  Buoys  between  the 
Fish  Pier  and  Chatham  Bar  that  were  moved  by  ice  or  storms 
were  reset  as  weather  permitted. 

The  two  obstruction  buoys  set  to  mark  the  submerged 
rock  and  partly  submerged  rock  in  the  channel  running  along 
the  north  side  of  Strong  Island  have  confused  some  boatmen. 
In  this  instance,  this  channel  runs  eastward  from  the  confluence 
of  it  and  the  buoyed  main  channel  extending  northward.  It  is 
considered  a  branch  of  the  main  channel  and  buoyed  accord- 
ingly, and  buoys  should  be  used  as  though  entering  from  the 
main  channel.  Used  in  this  manner  the  buoys  will  protect 
boatmen  from  these  rocks. 

On  or  about  April  15  a  new  green  lighted  radar  buoy 
will  replace  the  old  number  1  black  can  buoy  marking  the 
west  side  of  the  seaward  end  of  the  Stage  Harbor  Entrance  Chan- 
nel. This  lighted  buoy  will  be  a  marked  improvement  over 
the  unlighted  buoy  and  will  provide  much  assistance  to  local 
and  transient  boatmen.  It  will  be  furnished  and  maintained 
by  the  U.  S.  Coast  Guard.  Maintenance  dredging  of  this  chan- 
nel by  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  U.  S.  Army  will  start  soon 
and  be  completed  by  spring. 
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It  is  expected  that  buoys  will  be  set  to  mark  the  best 
water  from  Stage  Harbor  into  the  Oyster  Pond  after  comple- 
tion of  the  dredging  in  the  river  this  spring. 

Two  obstructions,  the  submerged  railroad  rails  and  an 
abandoned  tractor  have  been  removed  from  the  water  along 
the  west  side  of  Monomoy  Island.  This  work  was  accomplished 
by  the  assistance  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers  and  the  U.  S.  Coast 
Guard. 

Channels  in  the  upper  part  of  Pleasant  Bay  remained 
stable  during  the  year,  and  although  there  are  several  shoal 
areas,  boats  following  the  buoyed  channels  have  had  little  if 
any  difficulty.  Not  as  much  can  be  said  for  the  lower  part 
and  the  Chatham  Bar  area.  Here,  boats  have  been  in  trouble, 
shoal  areas  are  extensive,  without  definite  channels  and  lack- 
ing a  sufficient  depth  of  water  for  a  safe  crossing  under 
normal  sea  conditions,  except  at  high  water. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
Town  Departments  and  the  Assistant  Harbor  Masters  for  their 
assistance  and  cooperation  in  this  work.

This  Department  planted  33  trees  during  the  Spring  and 
Fall  of  1969.  We  also  replaced  three.  We  try  to  plant  trees 
to  the  liking  of  the  residents  on  the  streets  where  the  trees  are 
planted.  We  planted  Silver  Maples,  Kwauzan  cherries,  Mt. 
Ash,  Spruce,  Red  Maples,  and  Norway  Maples.  We  find  that 
if  the  residents  like  certain  trees  they  will  enjoy  and  care 
for  them  much  more  than  they  would  if  you  plant  trees  they 
dislike. 

We  have  many  requests  for  trees  on  private  ways,  which 
we  cannot  do,  as  the  law  reads  that  towns  may  appropriate 
money  to  plant  trees  only  on  town  roads,  to  ornament,  beautify, 
and  shade  town  roads.

Chatham,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

Increased  use  of  all  facilities,  the  continuance  of  established 
programs,  and  the  addition  of  a  few  new  programs  marked 
1969  as  another  active  year  in  the  Recreation  Department. 

The  Community  Building  is  open  daily  to  the  youth  and 
adults  of  the  Town.  Many  civic  groups  have  used  the  building 
during  the  year  including  Boy  Scouts,  Girl  Scouts,  Jaycees, 
American  Legion  Auxiliary,  Shellfish  Advisory  Committee  and 
Adult  Education  Classes. 

Activities  currently  sponsored  by  the  Commission  are,  Boys' 
Soccer  Program,  Boys  and  Girls  Basketball  Program,  Baseball, 
which  includes  Farm  League,  Little  League,  Pony  League,  and 
Teener  League,  and  the  Town  Basketball  Team.  Approximately 
one  hundred  and  seventy  five  boys  participated  in  the  baseball 
program  alone. 

Monthly  roller  skating  parties  have  been  held  in  the  Fall 
and  Winter  months  with  a  good  response  from  the  youth.  A 
Summer  playground  program  was  held  this  year.  In  addition 
to  competitive  games  the  group  made  many  field  trips  to  such 
places  as  the  National  Seashore,  Melody  Tent,  Harwich  Jr. 
Theatre,  the  South  Yarmouth  Aquarium,  the  Coast  Guard 
Station  and  the  Old  Atwood  House.

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Report  of  the  Housing  Authority 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 


The  organizational  meeting  of  the  Chatham  Housing 
Authority  was  held  on  August  20,  1969  at  the  Chatham  Town 
Hall. 

Present  were  the  four  Town-appointees,  Albert  S.  Young, 
Richard  Donnelly,  S.  Belmont  Segar  and  Eileen  M.  Our,  along 
with  the  State-appointee  from  Chatham,  Igo  W.  Toabe. 

Christopher  J.  McCarthy  was  present  from  the  Dept.  of 
Community  Affairs  to  help  explain  the  need  and  purpose  of 
housing  authorities  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 

Under  Mr.  McCarthy's  guidance  the  five  resolutions 
necessary  for  applying  for  a  charter  were  adopted  and  the 
officers  for  the  Chatham  Housing  Authority  were  elected. 

At  the  monthly  meetings  held  since  August  much  has 
been  accomplished.  With  the  need  for  safe,  inexpensive  and 
convenient  apartment  housing  having  been  established,  the 
Chatham  Housing  Authority  has  been  seeking  a  convenient  site 
and  a  competent  architect  to  bring  about  the  five  apartments. 

Real  Estate  agents  in  Chatham  were  notified  that  we  were 
seeking  a  site  and  several  articles  in  the  papers  also  drew  this 
problem  to  the  attention  of  the  public. 

Several  sites  were  brought  to  our  attention  and  serious 
consideration  was  given  to  all. 

In  the  near  future  we  hope  to  have  State  approval  for  one 
of  these  sites  and  at  that  time  an  architect  will  be  chosen  to 
draw  plans  and  specifications. 

On  November  4,  1969  the  Chatham  Housing  Authority 
Charter  was  signed  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  completing  the 
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first  step  in  providing  housing  for  our  senior  citizens.  The 
Chatham  Housing  Authority  hopes  to  have  our  first  housing 
complex  ready  for  occupancy  early  in  1971.

In  1969,  547  Sign  Permits  were  issued.  As  an  accommoda- 
tion to  the  office  some  were  issued  for  one  year,  some  for  two 
years  and  the  remainder  for  the  three  years  all  pro-rated  in 
accordance  with  the  fees  set  forth  in  the  Code. 

Generally  things  went  smoothly  considering  it  was  an 
entirely  new  venture.  Fifty-six  inspections  were  made  on  signs 
mostly  on  questions  of  acceptability  for  permitting. 

Fees  amounting  to  $633.45  were  collected  during  the 

year. 

Appreciation  must  be  expressed  to  the  townspeople  for 
their  cooperation  in  adjusting  to  a  new  ordinance.  We  hope 
our  system  of  renewal  will  offer  a  minimum  of  inconvenience.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Chatham: 

Your  School  Committee  is  pleased  with  the  cooperation 
from  many  quarters  in  the  establishment  of  a  separate  and  new 
administration  for  Chatham  schools.  The  Committee  is  deeply 
appreciative  of  the  many  fine  years  of  leadership  by  former 
Superintendent  Jesse  Morgan  and  it  certainly  wishes  new 
Superintendent  Mitchum  well  as  he  takes  up  the  challenge  of 
responsibility  among  us. 

Members  of  the  Committee  have  continued  their  efforts 
to  provide  maximum  educational  opportunities  for  the  child- 
ren and  youth  of  our  community  at  a  cost  the  town  can 
afford.  Again,  it  must  be  reported  that  expenses  are  up, 
primarily  in  the  category  of  instructional  salaries  and  services 
but  also  in  practically  everything  purchased  for  the  schools. 
Our  salaries  for  teachers  continue  competitive  as  they  must  if 
we  fulfill  our  desire  to  attract  and  retain  top-flight  instructors. 
Expenses  in  "other  services"  have  increased  largely  because 
of  a  new  bus  contract  at  fifteen  percent  higher  rates  and  the 
addition  of  one  new  bus  route.  Maintenance  costs  are  down 
for  1970  but  will  probably  be  back  up  in  1971.  In  certain 
years  major  items,  such  as  the  painting  of  two  buildings  in 
the  summer  of  1969,  push  the  maintenance  budget  above  other 
years.  Some  revisions  of  the  electric  circuits  in  the  High 
School  and  further  heating  plant  repairs  in  all  the  schools  will 
push  maintenance  costs  back  up.

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Chatham  schools,  as  always,  cooperated  with  other  town 
agencies  in  1969  in  efforts  of  mutual  concern.  In  particular, 
the  community  wide  Drug  Action  Committee  was  assisted 
materially  by  the  Schools  Sub  Committee  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  Mr.  Leonard  Fougere.  In  November  a  teacher  educa- 
tion session  on  drug  problems  was  conducted  for  all  the 
instructional  staff  of  the  school  system.  Several  assemblies  and 
seminars  for  youth  were  produced  at  the  high  school  and 
junior  high  school  levels. 

Elsewhere  in  the  Town  Report  are  reviews  of  other 
activities  in  which  your  School  Committee  members  have 
been  involved.  Our  town  has  had  representation  on  the 
Lower  Cape  Regional  Vocational  School  Study  Committee. 
The  School  Space  Needs  Committee,  authorized  in  the  1969 
Town  Meeting,  as  an  interim  measure  has  recommended  the 
purchase  of  three  relocatable  type  classrooms  for  installation 
at  the  Elementary  School.  This  committee  has  worked  closely 
with  the  Town  Office  Space  Needs  Committee.  Late  in  1969 
members  of  the  School  Space  Needs  Committee  were  con- 
fronted by  insistence  from  the  State  Department  of  Education 
that  serious  building  plans  be  delayed  until  a  new  look  is 
taken  at  the  possibility  of  regionalization.  Consequently,  in  this 
year's  Town  Warrant  (1970)  is  a  request  for  the  Schools 
Space  Needs  Committee  to  be  authorized  as  the  group  to  study 
school  regionalization. 

The  School  Committee  solicits  your  continued  understand- 
ing and  support.  Gratitude  here  is  expressed  for  the  loyal 
employees,  patrons,  and  most  of  all,  the  children  and  youth 
who  are  served  by  our  educational  efforts.  These  are  the  hope 
of  our  future  and  the  reward  of  our  labors.  These  make 
serving  on  your  School  Committee  eminently  worthwhile.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

In  January  of  1969  the  School  Department  had  its 
own  Superintendent  for  the  first  time  in  three  quarters  of  a 
century.  The  work  of  setting  up  this  new  administration 
required  the  major  attention  of  staff  and  School  Committee 
for  many  busy  weeks.  Fortunately,  the  former  Superintendent, 
Mr.  Jesse  Morgan,  and  the  School  Committee  did  some  care- 
ful preplanning  in  preparation  for  the  changeover. 

At  the  close  of  1969  one  of  the  most  exciting  items  on 
the  agenda  was  the  recommendation  that  the  town  authorize 
the  purchase  and  installation  of  three  relocatable  type  class- 
rooms at  the  Elementary  School.  The  School  Space  Needs 
Committee  which  originated  this  request  really  wanted  to 
establish  a  minimum  of  six  relocatables  which  would  have 
permitted  two  grade  levels  to  be  moved  from  the  Intermediate 
School  instead  of  just  one.  It  was  decided,  however,  that 
moving  one  grade  level  in  1970-71  would  give  the  school 
district  time  to  plan  more  carefully  what  ought  to  be  done  in 
the  long  run. 

Another  important  item  on  the  1970  Town  Warrant, 
originating  from  the  School  Committee,  was  request  for  the 
Schools  Space  Needs  Committee  to  be  given  responsibility  for 
studying  school  district  regionalization.  The  State  Department 
of  Education's  Standards  of  Excellence  require  a  2000  pupil 
school  district.  We  therefore,  for  the  first  time  since  1961 
must  take  a  fresh  look  at  the  possibility  of  uniting  forces 
with  one  or  more  other  school  districts.  Because  Chatham 
is  completely  surrounded  by  Harwich  and  the  sea,  it  would 
appear  logical  to  study  the  matter  with  Harwich. 

Between  the  first  and  the  last  of  1969  a  class  of  78 
sophisticated  seniors  initiated  the  practice  of  holding  graduation 
in  the  High  School  gymnasium.  The  faculty,  seated  as  a  group 
in  the  front  rows  of  the  audience,  wore  academic  caps  and 
gowns.  Meanwhile  in  September  72  bright  eyed  Kindergarteners 
were  beginning  preparation  for  graduating  in  1981.  It  used  to 
be  that  we  could  count  on  a  grade  level  of  pupils  diminishing 
somewhat  in  number  through  the  years  but  this  is  not  true 
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in  Chatham.  Because  of  immigration  of  families  with  school 
age  children  our  classes  have  a  way  of  growing  more  than 
the  school  district  anticipates.  For  example,  our  present  first 
grade  now  with  61  pupils,  had  55  in  Kindergarten.  Our  second 
grade  of  77  pupils  had  59  in  Kindergarten  and  78  in  first  grade 
Our  eighth  grade  class  of  101  pupils  had  only  75  in  the  third 
grade,  and  54  when  it  was  in  Kindergarten. 

It  is  this  continued  immigration  which  has  brought  the 
enrollment  at  the  Intermediate  School  to  a  number,  489,  which 
is  greater  than  the  enrollment  in  that  building  in  1961  which 
caused  the  present  high  school  to  be  planned  and  built.  Fur- 
thermore, there  are  three  fewer  grade  levels  housed  in  our 
Intermediate  School  than  there  were  in  1961.  The  other  two 
schools  have  increased  their  enrollments  too  but  their  buildings, 
though  rapidly  reaching  designed  capacity,  can  accommodate  in- 
creased enrollments  better  than  the  extremely  crowded  Inter- 
mediate School. 

Chatham,  then  in  its  ambition  to  have  quality  education 
is  now  confronted  with  two  related  and  difficult  challenges; 
meeting  increasingly  critical  enrollment  situations  and  respond- 
ing wisely  to  the  State  Department's  emphatic  drive  toward 
regionalization  of  districts  like  Chatham  and  Harwich.  We 
believe  that  we  have  a  program  of  instruction  which  is  superior; 
we  have  a  very  competent  staff  and  a  supportive  community  all 
dedicated  to  the  cause  of  good  education.  We  know,  how- 
ever, that  we  cannot  keep  our  top  flight  educational  standing 
unless  we  increase  our  physical  facilities.  The  State  Department 
thinks  we  cannot  do  this  without  increasing  the  size  of  our 
school  district! 

Your  new  Superintendent  is  thankful  for  the  extensive 
assistance  and  good  will  provided  by  the  School  Committee, 
staff  members,  townspeople,  and  pupils.  He  agrees  with  the 
former  Superintendent  that  there  is  no  finer  group  of  boys 
and  girls  and  youth  anywhere  than  there  are  in  our  Chatham 
schools.  Even  the  few  problems  are  some  of  the  finest 
problems  you'll  find  anywhere.  Seriously,  the  Superintendent 
is  indebted  to  many  Chatham  youth  for  their  frank,  stimulat- 
ing and  constructive  conversations  with  him.  He  only  wishes 
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that  more  adults  in  the  community  could  take  time  to  share 
in  such  exchanges. 

In  his  other  role  as  high  school  principal  the  writer  is 
especially  grateful  for  the  untiring  attention  to  the  day  to  day 
activities  of  the  High  School  by  Mr.  Roger  Randall,  the 
Assistant  Principal.  He  is  the  author  of  the  section  on  the 
High  School  and  I  know  he  would  want  to  join  in  expressing 
thanks  to  others  at  the  High  School  for  their  help  in  a  stren- 
uous year. 

I  commend  the  sections  which  follow  to  your  careful  reading. 
They  have  been  prepared  by  other  leaders  on  the  staff. 
Again,  my  thanks  to  School  Committee,  Staff  and  Towns- 
people, and  Pupils.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  ASST.  PRINCIPAL 


The  High  School  opened  with  an  enrollment  of  276  pupils 
this  year  —  a  decrease  of  8  over  last  year. 

While  our  classrooms  are  not  overcrowded,  we  are  ap- 
proaching a  condition  of  maximum  use  of  classroom  and 
laboratory  facilities  in  terms  of  the  number  of  subjects  offered, 
the  number  of  teachers  required,  and  the  number  of  scheduled 
periods  available. 

The  office  space  required  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  combined 
Superintendent  -  High  School  Principal  position,  the  provision 
of  space  for  the  Assistant  Principal,  the  holding  space  for 
persons  waiting  to  conduct  business  with  the  Superintendent 
or  for  students  referred  to  the  Assistant  Principal,  and  the 
additional  office  room  required  for  the  Work-Study  Coordi- 
nator are  factors  which  have  produced  acute  shortages  in  space 
at  the  High  School.  There  is  also  a  shortage  of  room  for 
storage  supplies  and  for  dramatics  activities.  These  problems 
are  currently  under  study  by  the  Space  Needs  Committee. 
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Curriculum  modifications  instituted  this  year  have  re- 
quired changes  in  our  daily  schedule. 

The  new  English  program  under  which  a  student  elects 
fields  of  interest  from  an  offering  of  mini-units  has  made  it 
necessary  for  all  students  in  any  one  grade  level  to  have 
English  the  same  period  under  three  or  four  different  English 
teachers. 

The  inauguration  of  a  Work-Study  program  in  Industrial 
Arts  has  made  it  necessary  to  schedule  these  students  so  that 
they  may  complete  their  classroom  work  before  lunch  and 
devote  the  afternoon  to  on-the-job  training  with  an  employer. 

The  laboratory  periods  for  Science  this  year  are  placed 
within  the  regular  school  schedule  to  allow  more  time  for 
laboratory  work  and  instruction.  This  is  a  change  over  last 
year  when  a  large  portion  of  the  school  was  immobilized  in 
study  halls  during  the  lunch-laboratory  block  to  accommodate 
science  students  in  the  laboratory. 

The  curriculum  changes  outlined  above  have  made  it 
necessary  to  replace  the  rotating  schedule  by  a  fixed-sequence 
configuration  but  the  advantages  gained  have  increased  our 
capacity  to  better  meet  the  needs  of  our  students. 

Other  curriculum  changes  have  occurred  in  the  Business 
Course.  The  reorganized  program  in  this  area  provides  four 
years  of  coordinated  study  in  business  subjects  to  help  those 
students  whose  interests  are  oriented  toward  employment  in 
business  after  high  school  or  for  those  who  intend  to  continue 
their  education  in  business  after  high  school  graduation.  An 
important  feature  of  this  program  is  the  work-study  option 
available  to  seniors  recommended  by  the  Business  Department 
Head  and  arranged  by  the  Work-Study  Coordinator  and  cooper- 
ating Chatham  businessmen.  Under  this  plan  a  limited  number  of 
girls  who  have  demonstrated  their  ability  in  the  classroom 
will  complete  their  academic  studies  before  lunch  and  report  for 
work  in  a  Chatham  business  establishment  during  the  afternoon. 

A  new  curriculum  in  Industrial  Arts  has  been  incorporated 
into  our  Program  of  Studies.  Under  this  curriculum  a  boy  may 
elect  a  course  of  study  which  will  prepare  him  to  qualify  for 
a  job  in  one  of  the  building  trades  or  automotive  maintenance 
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after  graduation.  Through  arrangements  made  by  the  Work- 
Study  Coordinator  and  cooperating  employers  of  Chatham, 
boys  in  their  junior  and  senior  years  complete  their  class  room 
work  before  lunch  and  devote  the  afternoon  to  on-the-job  train- 
ing. 

Our  Physical  Education  program  has  been  strengthened 
to  include  a  half-year  (one  period  per  week)  of  health  in- 
struction each  year  for  each  student  in  addition  to  the  reg- 
ularly-scheduled two  periods  per  week  of  activity  in  the  gym- 
nasium throughout  the  year. 

These  curricular  modifications  have  imposed  changes  in 
our  daily  schedule.  X  period,  formerly  set  aside  each  day  for 
chorus,  band  or  extracurricular  activity,  now  occurs  in  the 
schedule  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  only  to  provide  for  band 
and  chorus  rehearsals.  Thus,  the  school  day  is  divided  into  six 
(6)  periods  of  equal  length  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and 
Fridays  and  seven  (7)  periods  of  equal  length  on  Tuesdays 
and  Thursdays.  The  passing  time  between  periods  has  been  in- 
creased from  two  to  three  minutes.  These  changes  have  resulted 
in  an  increase  of  time  needed  to  strengthen  our  instructional 
program. 

Changes  in  organization  of  study  halls  have  been  initiated 
this  year.  Last  year  study  halls  were  held  in  the  Cafeteria  and 
Library.  This  year  they  are  scheduled  in  classrooms  monitored 
by  faculty  members.  This  arrangement  has  improved  the  en- 
vironment for  study,  resulted  in  better  control,  and  freed 
the  librarian  to  help  students  individually  in  research  and  refer- 
ence work. 

A  number  of  changes  in  faculty  and  staff  have  occurred 
through  resignations  or  leaves  of  absence. 

Mrs.  Frances  A.  Holloway  is  replacing  Mrs.  Hammett 
(resigned)  as  teacher  of  Mathematics. 

Dr.  E.  Justin  Hills  has  been  serving  as  substitute  teacher 
of  mathematics  for  Mrs.  Howe  (resigned). 

Mr.  Joseph  A.  Nickerson  replaced  Mr.  Madison  (resigned) 
as  Physical  Education  teacher  and  coach. 
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Mr.  Ryler  Martin  has  taken  the  place  of  Mr  Kerr  fon 
leave  of  absence)  as  Art  teacher. 

Mr.  Robert  Marshall  has  been  relieved  of  most  of  his 
teaching  assignments  this  year  to  substitute  for  Mr.  Emerson 
(on  sabattical)  as  School  Librarian  and  to  begin  to  develop 
a  reading  program  for  High  School  students. 

Mrs.  Judith  W.  Young  is  an  addition  to  the  teaching 
staff  this  year,  engaged  to  work  with  Mrs.  Bogue  in  Home 
Economics  and  to  assist  in  English,  in  the  Library 
and  in  study  halls.  In  Mr.  Emerson's  absence,  Mrs. 
Noyes,  one  of  our  Town  Librarians,  has  been  engaged  on  a 
part  time  basis  to  assist  in  cataloging  accessions  to  the  School 
Library. 

Mr.  Richard  A.  Davis  is  a  new  member  of  the  faculty 
serving  as  Work-Study  Coordinator  and  teacher  of  Industrial 
Arts. 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Lundstedt  is  replacing  Mrs.  Harding  (re- 
signed) performing  the  overall  duties  of  High  School  Secretary. 
She  is  assisted  by  Mrs.  Dorothy  Ellis  who  is  employed  on  a 
half  day  basis,  primarily  to  keep  the  School  Register  and  to 
make  daily  routine  checks  by  telephone  to  homes  of  students 
who  are  absent. 

The  High  School  Cafeteria  has  acquired  two  new  workers 
—  Mrs.  Lois  Schiorring  and  Mrs.  Joyce  Foley  to  replace  pre- 
vious workers  who  have  resigned. 

Mr.  Frank  Thornell  manages  the  dishwashing  operation  and 
assists  on  a  part  time  basis  in  the  custodial  department  as  well. 

Mr.  John  Jordan,  formerly  head  custodian  at  a  large 
regional  high  school,  has  joined  us  to  replace  Mr.  Ernst  who 
resigned  this  fall  to  accept  another  position. 

Mrs.  Jennie  Custodie  has  replaced  Mrs.  Ernst  as  School 
Matron. 

Mr.  Vincent  LeBlanc  continues  his  faithful  custodial 
service  to  the  school  and  is  assisted  by  Mr.  Ross  Bayha,  a  new 
member  of  the  maintenance  force. 
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One  of  the  most  promising  innovations  at  the  High 
School  this  year  is  the  work-study  approach  to  meet  the  needs 
of  boys  and  girls.  With  the  cooperation  of  community  business- 
men and  a  utilization  of  resources  available  to  us  in  Chatham, 
the  opportunities  for  boys  and  girls  should  expand  in  such 
fields  as  the  building  trades,  automotive  maintenance,  business 
practice,  child  care,  and  food  service. 

The  main  purpose  of  our  institution  is  meeting  the  needs 
of  boys  and  girls  through  instruction  —  our  primary  concern 
is  our  young  people.  We  live  in  an  age  marked  by  a  feeling  of 
alienation  on  the  part  of  the  younger  generation. 

Throughout  the  nation,  some  of  our  young  people  are 
given  to  extremes  in  dress  and  hair  styles.  The  rock  idiom 
in  music  pervades  the  airwaves,  the  juke  boxes,  and  school 
dances.  Few,  if  any,  communities  have  escaped  the  growing 
problems  of  drug  abuse  or  the  tragedies  spawned  by  changes 
in  mores  and  customs  of  contemporary  society. 

To  an  extent,  all  of  these  conditions  exist  in  Chatham  among 
youngsters  of  high  school  age.  These  are  not  easy  days  for 
High  School  teachers  and  administrators.  From  the  point  of 
view  of  the  educator  these  conditions  call  for  patience,  restraint, 
and  guidance  —  firmness  and  fairness  —  in  short,  for  the  best 
that  is  within  us. 

We  are  attempting  to  understand  the  problems  of  our 
young  people,  to  implement  programs  to  alleviate  these  prob- 
lems, and  to  develop  the  responsibility  of  our  young  people  by 
giving  them  a  share  in  the  decision-making  process  —  to  prepare 
them  to  assume  the  awesome  problems  of  adult  society.

Report  of  the  Principal  of  Chatham  Intermediate  School 

Serious  overcrowding  continues,  particularly  at  the  Junior 
High  level.  When  the  Intermediate  School  as  such  first  opened 
its  doors  in  September,  i963,  wc  had  398  pupils.  As  of  Nov.  1, 
this  year,  we  had  489  pupils,  exactly  half  the  school  population 
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of  the  town.  This  increase  of  91  pupils  shows  a  growth  ot 
almost  25%  in  six  short  years.  There  are  now  more  pupils  in 
this  building  than  there  were  in  1960  when  the  first  serious 
action  began  that  resulted  in  the  construction  of  the  new  high 
school. 

Experience  of  the  last  few  years  clearly  indicates  that 
Chatham,  like  most  Cape  towns,  in  planning  school  needs  must 
consider  as  much  the  influx  of  pupils  new  to  Chatham  as  its 
projected  birth-rate.  Of  late  this  rate  of  increase  in  this  school 
seems  to  be  between  5  and  10  percent  annually. 

Overcrowding  to  the  extent  that  it  now  exists  makes  it 
most  difficult  to  give  pupils  the  quality  education  that  they 
deserve  and  need.  Teachers  cannot  devote  the  time  and  effort 
to  the  individual  in  a  class  of  35  or  36  as  is  needed.  The 
newest  and  best  of  our  facilities  lose  much  of  their  value  when 
they  are  forced  to  serve  two  or  three  times  the  number  of 
pupils  for  which  they  were  designed. 

Both  Mr.  Letts  and  I,  who  for  some  years  in  these 
reports,  have  stressed  the  growing  need  of  more  space,  whole- 
heartedly endorse  the  plan  of  your  very  capable  Space  Needs 
Committee  which  would  move  the  Third  Grade  from  this 
school  to  temporary  but  very  adequate  space  at  the  Elementary 
School,  thus  freeing  three  rooms  here  for  further  division 
of  our  largest  classes. 

This  solution  will  provide  relief  to  the  immediate  emergency. 
However,  planning  should  continue  without  interruption  for  a 
more  permanent  structure  which  will  provide  us  with  facilities 
for  a  more  suitable  library,  Special  Education  classroom,  re- 
source materials  center,  reading  laboratory,  art  room,  and 
storage  space,  all  of  which  are  presently  substandard. 

In  spite  of  problems  mentioned  above,  much  progress 
has  been  made  educationally  as  indicated  by  results  of  school 
wide  achievement  tests  given  annually  which  show  that  our 
students  rank  well  above  national  norms. 

Our  fine  program  of  co-curricular  and  extra-curricular 
activities,  designed  to  serve  pupils'  special  needs  and  interests, 
continues  in  full  swing.  Special  commendation  should  be  made 
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to  the  athletic  teams  for  their  outstanding  records  in  inter- 
scholastic  competition,  to  the  school  band  for  its  growth  and 
fine  performances  here  and  at  other  schools  where  it  has 
performed  guest  appearances,  and  to  the  Student  Council  for 
sponsoring  a  series  of  School  Assembly  Service  programs  as 
well  as  contributing  financial  support  to  the  year  book,  the 
cheer-leading  team,  and  the  library.  As  usual,  the  annual 
Science  Fair,  Spring  Pops  Concert,  and  Junior  Olympics  Ex- 
hibition were  enjoyed  equally  by  students  and  audiences. 

Plant  improvements  completed  this  year  were  the  installa- 
tion of  fluorescent  lights  in  the  last  five  rooms  of  the  Elementary 
Grades,  the  carpeting  of  all  stairways  in  the  old  wing,  and, 
under  a  Federal  grant,  the  addition  of  eight  new  work  stations 
and  supplementary  cabinet  space  in  the  Science  Laboratory. 

Teachers  new  to  our  school  this  year  are  Mrs.  Aileen 
Domos,  Art;  Mrs.  Sharon  Rich,  Grade  3;  Mr.  Raymond 
Squire,  Grade  8  and  Boys'  Athletics;  Mrs.  Shirley  Stacy, 
Grades  5  and  6  Reading;  Mrs.  Christina  Young,  Girls'  Physical 
Education;  and  Mr.  Warren  Smith,  part-time  Instrumental 
Music.  The  addition  of  Mr.  Alcock  as  Audio-Visual  Director 
ably  fills  a  need  which  has  long  existed  within  the  system. 
The  harmony  and  efficiency  with  which  these  people  have 
blended  with  the  rest  of  the  staff  gives  the  school  an  extremely 
strong  and  dedicated  teaching  corps. 

For  their  cooperation  in  meeting  the  complex  challenge 
of  affording  our  young  people  the  best  education  possible, 
I  sincerely  thank  the  townspeople  of  Chatham,  Chatham  School 
Committee,  my  fellow  teachers  and  administrators,  and  non- 
teaching  staff.

Chatham  Elementary  School 

The  numbers  to  be  educated  in  our  country  will  continue 
to  grow  and  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  content  of  the 
educational  program  must  expand  as  life  itself  becomes  more 
complicated  and  the  amount  of  knowledge  increases.  Ignor- 
ance is  a  far  greater  handicap  to  an  individual  than  it  was  a 
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generation  ago,  and  an  uneducated  populace  is  a  greater 
handicap  to  a  nation.  This  trend  is  obviously  going  to  continue 
and  quicken  if  we  look  at  what  has  happened  to  mankind 
during  the  last  generation  and  realize  the  tremendous  changes 
that  have  taken  place.  For  instance,  in  Science,  (the  Jet  Age, 
nuclear  energy  computerized  living,  space  travel,  the  moon 
landing,  heart  transplants  and  many  more,)  in  Sociology 
(racial  equality,  school  integration,  alcoholism,  drugs,  social- 
ized medicine,  welfare,  the  generation  gap,  alienated  youth, 
college  sit-ins,  riots,  etc.,)  in  History,  (World  War  II,  Korea, 
Suez,  Vietnam,  Cold  War,  The  Congo,  and  many  other  trouble 
spots  throughout  the  world,)  with  this  in  mind  is  it  any  wonder 
that  education  has  been  hard  pressed  to  keep  abreast  of  the 
impact  of  modern  technocracy  and  the  foibles  of  an  ailing 
world? 

For  a  time  the  educational  world  leadership  of  the  United 
States  was  challenged.  This  is  no  longer  true.  Educators 
throughout  the  country  have  reaffirmed  their  dedication  to  the 
premise  that  our  children  must  have  the  best  education  possible 
so  as  to  be  able  to  compete  in  this  shrinking,  highly  competitive 
world.  They  have  expended  all  of  their  energy  toward  this 
end. 

In  our  own  little  part  of  this  endeavor  the  Chatham 
Elementary  School  has  had  a  dedicated  group  of  teachers 
giving  your  children  the  best  education  possible  in  spite  of  the 
lack  of  some  facilities  and  the  crowded  conditions.  That  their 
efforts  have  been  successful  has  been  objectively  proven  by  the 
results  of  the  standardized  testing  program.  The  median  rank 
of  our  children  is  from  one  to  one  and  one-half  years  above 
the  national  norm. 

At  the  end  of  school  in  June  we  had  201  children  enrolled  in 
the  Elementary  School.  As  of  October  1,  1969  we  had  214 
students  enrolled.  This  year  our  kindergarten  enrollment  as 
of  Oct.  1st  was  71,  grade  1  was  64  and  grade  2  was  79.  A 
teacher's  aid  was  hired  to  help  Mrs.  Sibley  handle  the  71 
kindergarten  students.  Later,  this  teacher's  aid  was  replaced 
by  an  elementary  education  major  from  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  who  was  in  the  latter  half  of  her  junior  year 
there. 
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Miss  Young,  Physical  Education  Teacher,  was  new  to  our 
staff  this  year.  We  share  her  with  the  Intermediate  School. 
She  came  to  us  from  Northeastern  University.  It  is  her  first 
year  of  teaching  and  we  are  very  happy  to  have  her  with  us. 

Miss  Nims,  one  of  our  second  grade  teachers,  has  sub- 
mitted her  resignation  to  become  effective  at  the  end  of 
school  in  June.  She  is  retiring  from  teaching  to  become  married. 

Teacher  Evaluations  have  moved  forward  as  scheduled 
with  all  non-tenure  teachers  having  been  evaluated  by  the 
three  principals.  The  evaluation  team  has  now  turned  its  efforts 
toward  evaluating  the  tenure  teachers  in  the  School  System. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  town  will  provide  temporary 
space  in  the  immediate  future,  and  a  long-range  school  build- 
ing plan  so  that  the  educational  program  of  the  town  will  not 
suffer  further  from  lack  of  adequate  facilities.  The  active 
Space  Needs  Committee  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  both 
Mr.  Sparkes  and  myself  since  it  reaffirms  our  belief  that  the 
people  of  the  Town  of  Chatham  do  not  want  substandard 
housing  for  their  children.  From  the  work  of  this  committee 
should  come  an  educational  building  program  of  which  the 
Town  of  Chatham  will  be  proud. 

In  closing  may  I  express  my  appreciation  for  the  fine 
cooperation  of  my  fellow  teachers  and  administrators,  the 
Town  Officials  and  the  School  Committee.  They  have  all 
contributed  to  make  this  year  an  educationally  fine  one  for 
the  children  of  Chatham.

Report  of  the  Guidance  Director 

Seventy  students  graduated  from  Chatham  High  School 
in  June  1969.  Twenty-six  entered  two-year  Colleges,  or  further 
education  of  some  form,  sixteen  entered  four-year  Colleges. 
Others  are  in  the  service,  employed  or  have  married. 
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Mr.  Randall  is  unable  to  help  in  Counseling  because  of 
his  other  responsibilities.  The  Director  of  Guidance  is  working 
with  Grades  7  through  12.  Needless  to  say,  the  students  involved 
are  not  receiving  adequate  time  regarding  Counseling.  There 
remains  a  great  need  for  full-time  secretarial  help  and  a  man 
for  full-time  Counseling. 

October  16,  1969  the  Juniors  and  Seniors  enjoyed  the 
annual  All-Cape  College  Day  at  Lawrence  High  School  at 
Falmouth.  Fifty-four  representatives  from  their  respective  in- 
stitutions were  available  to  describe  their  programs  and  purposes 
to  interested  Students. 

This  is  the  first  year  that  the  Sequential  Business  Program 
was  inaugurated  as  such.  This  is  a  program  of  strong  continuity, 
and  at  the  end  of  a  year's  High  School  training  in  the  Business 
Department  the  student  will  be  adequately  prepared  to  accept 
employment  or  further  education  for  specialization. 

This  is  the  first  year  that  the  Business  Students  have  had 
the  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  Work-Study  Program.  In 
cooperation  with  the  Work-Study  Coordinator,  some  Seniors 
have  been  placed  in  local  offices  during  the  school  year  and 
have  been  employed  on  a  part-time  basis.  It  is  hoped  that,  in 
future  years,  this  program  can  be  developed  extensively.

Report  of  the  Work-Study  Coordinator 

This  Fall  a  Work-Study  Program  was  put  into  operation 
at  Chatham  High  School.  The  program  is  designed  to  allow 
students  to  complete  their  academic  requirements  in  the  morn- 
ing and  report  to  work  during  the  afternoon.  The  program 
was  instituted  to  give  the  students  the  skills  they  will  need  to 
successfully  enter  the  world  of  business  after  graduation. 

The  student  must  be  sixteen  years  of  age  or  in  his 
junior  year  to  enter  the  work  phase  of  the  program.  Prepara- 
tion for  the  work  experience  part  of  the  program  begins  in 
grade  nine.  The  students  work  at  least  twenty  hours  per  week 
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and  receive  credit  toward  graduation  if  they  satisfy  all  the 
requirements  of  the  Work-Study  Program. 

The  students  are  visited  at  least  once  a  week  during  the 
working  part  of  the  program  by  the  coordinator.  The  employer 
is  also  asked  to  rate  the  student.  The  rating  sheet  is  then  dis- 
cussed with  each  student  by  the  coordinator. 

Fifteen  students  are  now  placed  in  the  work  phase  of  the 
program.

Report  of  the  Audio-Visual  Aids  Director 

The  adage  that  one  picture  is  worth  a  thousand  words 
is  supported  by  numerous  studies  on  the  effectiveness  of 
various  methods  of  learning.  It  is  no  surprise  to  learn  that 
audio-visual  aids  have  proven  to  be  vital  to  the  notable  success 
of  recent  special  reading  programs  throughout  the  country. 
So  too  in  the  general  classroom  the  present-day  teacher  must 
have  at  her  finger  tips  a  variety  of  audio-visual  aids,  not  simply 
to  make  the  teacher's  task  easier,  but  to  make  the  task  of  main- 
taining interest  and  meeting  needs  genuinely  practical. 

While  the  availability  of  audio-visual  equipment  in  the 
Chatham  Schools  has  slowly  increased,  there  is  a  need  for  a 
greater  expenditure  of  funds  for  the  wide  variety  of  materials 
to  be  used  with  equipment  on  hand.  The  need  is  apparent  at 
all  levels,  but  particularly  at  the  intermediate  and  junior  high 
levels  for  items  such  as  transparencies,  filmstrips,  slides,  filmloops, 
records  and  tapes. 

Because  a  number  of  businesses  and  manufacturers  make 
free  informational  materials  on  their  products  and  services 
available  to  public  schools,  over  sixty  letters  this  year  have 
resulted  in  some  very  fine  aids  in  the  form  of  pictures,  charts 
and  pamphlets  of  practical  use  in  the  classroom. 

Expenditures  for  audio-visual  materials  in  a  small  school 
system  where  one  item  may  be  used  once  or  twice  a  year  is 
often  prohibitive.  Educational  movies  are  very  expensive  and 
most  of  even  the  best  films  lose  much  of  their  value  unless 
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they  can  be  shown  at  the  time  that  the  topic  is  being  presented 
in  class.  A  concerted  effort  is  being  made  to  obtain  funds  in 
order  to  establish  a  film  bank  into  which  schools  in  Barnstable 
and  Dukes  Counties  can  pool  their  resources  and  share  the  use 
of  expensive  films. 

The  use  of  educational  television  is  becoming  standard 
practice  in  the  larger  school  systems  today.  The  support  of 
recommendations  made  to  the  School  Committee  for  the  utili- 
zation of  recorded  closed  circuit  TV  programs  in  our  classrooms 
is  greatly  appreciated.

Report  of  the  School  Nurse 

Objectives  of  the  total  School  Health  Program  continue  to 
reach  toward  optimum  health  of  all  students  and  school 
personnel. 

In  addition  to  routine  established  programs  of  testing  and 
immunization,  vaccines  will  be  offered  for  German  measles 
and  mumps  from  kindergarten  through  the  eight  grades.  It  is 
recommended  that  students  receive  German  measles  vaccine 
unless  a  seemingly  previous  attack  of  the  disease  was  diagnosed 
by  a  doctor.  These  two  vaccines  will  not  be  given  to  those 
students  with  certain  allergies  which  will  be  listed  on  the 
consent  slips. 

The  School  Nurses  have  met  regularly  with  Health  Program 
and  Free  Lunch  Reviewing  Committees.  Drug,  alcohol  and 
social  problems  remain  of  great  concern. 

A  request  has  been  made  to  the  School  Committee  for 
a  lay  person  assistant  to  be  trained  to  do  the  routine  Health 
Program  Testing.  This  would  release  the  Nurses  for  more  pro- 
fessional activities  with  the  program.

Examinations  revealed  very  few  defects  and  I  continue  to 
be  impressed  with  the  evidence  of  excellent  dental  hygiene.

Physical  examinations  were  completed  in  the  Intermediate 
School  for  grades  four  and  seven,  those  students  trying  out 
for  competitive  games  and  for  new  students  of  all  grades  coming 
to  this  school  for  the  first  time.  Of  these  there  were  about  seventy 
reflecting  the  growth  of  the  community. 

Inoculations  for  mumps  were  performed  in  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grades,  and  the  combination  of  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus,  a  single  booster  dose  also  was  given  to 
all  in  the  fifth  grade.

Report  of  the  Music  Department 
(Grades  K-12) 

The  Chatham  Jr.-Sr.  High  School  Band  and  the  Intermed- 
iate School  Band  have  continued  to  rehearse  and  attain  musical 
growth  within  the  time  allotted  for  these  classes.  The  addition 
of  Mr.  Warren  Smith  to  the  instrumental  music  staff  three  days 
per  week  has  enabled  the  music  department  to  start  a  Beginning 
Band  at  the  Grade  4  -  6  level.  The  instrumental  program  now 
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has  three  operating  band  units  within  the  Chatham  System. 
Class  instruction  by  its  very  nature  and  time  limitation  cannot 
develop  to  their  fullest  extent,  skills  that  the  young  musicians 
need.  Therefore,  whenever  possible,  private  instruction  is 
encouraged. 

Music  appreciation  and  simple  music  theory  have  been 
added  to  the  present  K  -  6  course  of  study  in  the  Elementary 
vocal  music  classes.  The  Junior  High  School  vocal  program  has 
been  supplemented  by  the  addition  of  a  new  7th  and  8th  grade 
choral  group.  This  added  training  and  preparation  in  vocal 
techniques  should  provide  the  needed  "feeder  system"  that  the 
High  School  choral  program  must  have  to  expand  and  improve. 

Chatham  instrumental  and  vocal  students  auditioned  for 
and  participated  in  the  All  Cape  Music  Festival  as  well  as 
several  programs  and  parades  in  the  community.  Chatham  High 
School  was  the  host  school  for  the  1969  All  Cape  Music 
Festival.  Three  hundred  and  ten  student  musicians  from  9  Cape 
schools  gathered  for  the  two  day  event. 

The  arrival  of  new  band  uniforms  prior  to  the  Winter 
Parade  added  new  vigor  and  enthusiasm  to  the  instrumental 
program.  Hopefully  harmony  and  music  theory  will  be  con- 
sidered for  addition  to  the  High  School  curriculum  for  the 
interested  vocal  and  instrumental  students.

Report  of  the  Reading  Supervisor 

Major  modifications  in  the  system- wide  reading  program 
for  the  current  year  were  primarily  in  the  Intermediate  School. 

In  the  Elementary  School,  we  continued  working  in  small 
groups.  The  children  were  referred  by  Principal  Malcolm  A. 
Letts  or  homeroom  teachers.  Classes  were  further  augmented 
after  we  scrutinized  test  scores  and  other  pertinent  data  gleaned 
from  permanent  record  files.  Pupils  were  enrolled  when  their 
need  was  apparent  and  released,  conversely. 
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The  main  change  in  the  Elementary  School  program  in 
which  we  are  involved  is  working  on  a  one-to-one  basis  with 
children  having  dyslexic  tendencies.  All  important  tenets  of 
this  reading  approach  are  carefully  observed  so  that  the  children 
may  receive  maximum  benefit  from  their  extra-curricular  read- 
ing experience. 

In  the  Intermediate  School,  no  major  changes  were  made 
in  grades  3  through  6.  Pupils  were  referred  by  their  homeroom 
and/or  subject  area  teachers  or  selected  by  the  reading  super- 
visor. Iowa  Silent  Reading  Tests  administered  by  the  fourth, 
sixth  and  eighth  grade  teachers  help  to  pinpoint  individual  weak 
areas  in  the  pupils'  reading  process. 

In  the  Junior  High  classes,  students  were  enrolled  in  the 
Reading  Center  only  at  their  own  request.  They  signed  contracts 
for  one  semester  only  and  are  able  to  sign  up  for  an  additional 
semester  if  they  wish  to  do  so.  The  only  exception  to  this 
volunteer  concept  is  when  a  student  is  enrolled  at  his  parents' 
request  or  at  the  request  of  Principal  Thomas  M.  Sparkes  due 
to  the  pupil's  poor  academic  progress.  After  we  have  studied 
the  permanent  record  cards  of  each  of  our  students,  we  deter- 
mine each  individual's  Achilles  heel  and  assign  him  to  work 
in  those  respective  areas.  The  student  is  free  to  select  the 
material  he  wishes  to  use  from  the  multi-media  equipment 
available  —  tapes,  records,  reading  machines,  textbooks,  selected 
pages  of  workbooks,  mimeographed  sheets,  teacher-made  mater- 
ials and  various  other  aids. 

The  High  School  reading  program  is  in  a  penumbral  state 
at  present.  Two  developmental  reading  programs  have  been  set 
up  and  materials  have  been  procured.  However,  due  to  the 
lack  of  an  instructor  to  develop  the  program,  the  high  school 
reading  section  is  in  minimal  use.  Next  year's  plans  include  an 
instructor  to  aid  students  in  improving  their  reading  techniques 
whether  they  look  to  college,  specialized  schools  or  positions 
immediately  after  graduation. 

The  Summer  School  Program,  jointly  sponsored  by  the 
Chatham  School  Committee  and  Title  I  Funds  of  the  Federal 
Government,  completed  another  successful  summer.  The  two 
major  changes  in  the  Summer  Program  were  the  addition 
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of  a  completely  individualized  high  school  mathematics  class 
and  a  class  in  the  Intermediate  School  for  pupils  leaving  the 
second  grade.  The  latter  class  was  also  highly  individualized  — 
working  in  the  basic  areas  of  mathematics,  reading  and  Lan- 
guage Arts.  Another  change  was  made  by  Mr.  John  Elliott 
who  arranged  for  workshops  in  the  various  aspects  of  theater 
craft.  This  modification  in  the  Cultural  Enrichment  section 
of  the  High  School  Summer  Program  was  brought  about  by  the 
cooperation  of  staff  members  of  the  Monomoy  Theater. 

We  were  very  fortunate  in  having  the  dedicated  assistance 
of  Instructors  Charlotte  Forgeron,  Linda  Goodspeed,  Marie 
Jones,  Jeanette  Kemp,  Albert  Kolodzik,  Carole  Mungovan, 
Sarah  Ragan  and  Pauline  Shruhan  in  the  Intermediate  School; 
John  Elliott,  Robert  Marshall  and  Kathleen  McQuade  in  the 
High  School  and  Librarian  Mary  Macnab  and  Secretary 
Dorothy  Fougere.

Report  of  School  Adjustment  Counselor 

Each  annual  report  gives  opportunity  to  restate  before 
the  community  the  prescribed  responsibilities  of  the  School 
Adjustment  Counselor.  As  conceived  by  the  State  Legislature 
in  1956,  this  program  provided  to  cooperating  communities  the 
services  of  a  school  psychologist  or  psychiatric  social  worker 
approved  by  the  Division  of  Youth  Services  to  work  with 
disturbed  and  handicapped  children  toward  the  prevention  of 
delinquency  and  social  maladjustment. 

To  this  purpose,  the  community  of  Chatham  has  invested 
792  hours  of  my  service  during  the  last  year.  Forty-seven  per- 
cent of  this  effort  was  consumed  in  direct  counseling  with 
children,  thirty-nine  percent  in  consultation  with  parents,  and 
fourteen  percent  in  collaboration  with  teachers,  school  admin- 
istrators and  community  agencies.  Service  was  extended  to 
ninety-three  children,  involving  forty  in  intensive  counseling. 
Seventy-four  children  were  newly  referred,  by  parents  (45%), 
teachers  and  school  personnel  (47%),  and  agencies  (8%).  Contin- 
uing attention  was  provided  to  nineteen  children;  fifty-two 
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cases  were  terminated  by  dismissal  (32),  placement  (3), 
referral  (7),  or  school  transfer  (10). 

These  statistics  reflect  two  trends  in  this  work:  the  in- 
creasing participation  of  parents,  professionals,  and  agencies; 
and  the  shortening  term  of  treatment  offered  most  children. 
There  is  also  a  growing  concentration  of  services  in  newly 
enrolled  children  and  in  the  early  adolescent  child.  Effort  was 
also  expended  to  initiate  new  or  expanded  educational  and 
therapeutic  programs  within  the  community  to  complement 
the  services  of  the  school.

Report  of  the  Adult  Education  Committee 

In  January,  thirteen  classes  reconvened  with  an  enrollment 
of  about  180.  These  were  Decorated  Ware,  Furniture  Refinish- 
ing,  Investing,  Knitting,  Oil  Painting,  Rug  Braiding,  Rug  Hook- 
ing, Scrimshaw,  Beginner's  Sewing,  Advanced  Sewing,  Tailoring, 
Upholstery,  Woodcarving  and  Watercolor.  The  eleventh  annual 
exhibit  was  held  in  the  Memorial  Auditorium  on  March  29. 
At  the  evening  session  we  were  pleased  to  have  background  music 
provided  by  Mr.  Douglas  Brunell  at  the  piano  who  volunteered 
for  this  added  attraction.  With  lovely  hooked  rugs  added  to 
the  exhibit  and  each  teacher's  artistic  display  of  the  finished 
articles,  we  checked  off  another  year  of  proud  accomplishment. 

The  work  done  in  Miss  Stein's  watercolor  classes  was  not 
shown  at  the  March  exhibit  but  was  on  display  at  the  Carriage 
Lamp  Landing  on  Main  Street  for  two  days  in  June.  Summer 
watercolor  classes  were  again  offered  with  enough  registering 
to  have  a  beginner's  class  and  an  advanced  class.  The  work  of 
the  summer  session  was  exhibited  in  August  and  attracted  many 
interested  viewers. 

Mr.  Richard  Sylva,  who  has  taught  our  upholstery  course 
for  many  years,  was  not  able  to  take  the  class  for  the  second 
semester  but  we  were  fortunate  in  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clayton 
Buck  were  able  to  carry  the  class  through  to  the  completion 
of  their  projects. 
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Mrs.  Miriam  McClain  had  to  discontinue  her  teaching  in 
January  and  the  class  was  taken  by  Mrs.  Helen  O'Hanlon. 

We  were  sorry  to  learn  of  the  sudden  death  in  April  of  Mr. 
Frank  Dils,  who  had  conducted  our  Woodcarving  class. 

Eighteen  courses  were  offered  for  the  1969-70  program. 
Registration  was  held  in  the  High  School  Library  on  September 
24.  When  classes  started  in  October  there  was  an  enrollment  of 
about  300  for  fourteen  courses.

IN  THE  NAME  OF  THE  COMMONWEALTH  OF 
MASSACHUSETTS,  you  are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and 
warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections 
and  Town  Affairs  to  meet  at  the  Memorial  Auditorium  of  the 
Chatham  Intermediate  School  in  said  Chatham  on  Monday 
the  ninth  day  of  March  next  at  7:00  o'clock  in  the  evening, 
then  and  there  to  act  on  Articles  except  Article  1;  and  to  meet 
again  in  the  Community  Building  on  Depot  Road  in  said 
Chatham  on  Thursday  the  Twelfth  Day  of  March  next  at  11:00 
o'clock  A.M.  to  elect  the  necessary  Town  Officers  as  contained 
in  Article  1  of  the  Warrant: 

Polls  for -the  Election  of  Town  Officers  will  be  open  at 
11:00  o'clock  A.M.  and  will  close  at  7:30  o'clock  in  the 
evening. 

Article  1.  To  bring  in  their  votes  on  one  ballot  to  elect 
the  following  Town  Officers: 

One  Moderator  for  three  years. 

One  Selectman  for  three  years. 

One  Assessor  of  Taxes  for  three  years. 

One  Cemetery  Commissioner  for  three  years. 

One  Cemetery  Commissioner  for  two  years. 

One  Member  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  three  years. 

Two  Members  of  the  Recreation  Commission  for  three  years. 

One  Park  Commissioner  for  three  years. 

One  Member  of  the  School  Committee  for  three  years. 
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One  Member  of  the  Planning  Board  for  five  years. 
Four  Members  of  the  Chatham  Housing  Authority. 

Resolution.  Resolved  that  the  Town  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  rules  of  procedure  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of 
March  9,  1970. 

A.  The  Moderator  shall  have  the  election  of  reading  each 
article  in  the  Warrant  verbatim  or  to  summarize  the 
subject  matter  therein  in  general  terms,  at  his 
discretion. 

B.  Upon  an  Article  having  been  disposed  of  by  vote,  the 
Moderator  shall  entertain  a  motion  to  reconsider  said 
Article  only  during  the  evening  session  in  which  said 
vote  was  passed. 

C.  The  Previous  Question  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote 
and  may  not  be  debated. 

D.  The  Moderator  shall  not  accept  a  motion  for  the 
previous  question  by  any  person  discussing  an  article 
until  after  an  intervening  speaker  has  discussed 
the  article. 

E.  A  non-voter  may  request  the  privilege  of  addressing 
the  meeting  on  a  motion  made  under  any  Article  or 
Resolution  offered,  the  request  to  be  granted  by  the 
Moderator  unless  there  is  an  objection  by  a  voter. 
Upon  objection  the  Moderator  shall  poll  the  meeting 
by  voice  vote  or  count,  in  his  discretion,  and  a  majority 
vote  in  favor  shall  entitle  said  non-voter  to  address 
the  meeting. 

F.  The  foregoing  rules  are  not  intended  to  alter  or  change 
the  traditional  conduct  of  the  Town  Meetings  in 
Chatham  except  as  specifically  stated  above. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers 
and  Committees. 

Article  3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  all  Town  Officers  and 
Committees  and  act  thereon. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow 
money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  for 
the  financial  years  beginning  January  1,   1970  and  January 
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1,  1971  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  General  Laws, 
Chapter  44,  Section  4,  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may 
be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  17. 

Article  5.    To  fix  the  salaries  of  the  Town  Officers  for 
the  year  1970  and  make  all  increases  retroactive  to  January  1 
1970. 

Article  6.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
considered  necessary  to  defray  the  Town's  expenses  for  the 
year  1970,  and  appropriate  the  same  to  the  several  departments. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  or  to  transfer  from  available  funds  in  the  Treasury 
a  sufficient  sum  of  money  for  extraordinary  and  unforeseen 
purposes.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  pay  any  unpaid  bills 
prior  to  1970  in  accordance  with  Chapter  179,  Acts  of  1941.

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  or  transfer  from  unappropriated  available  funds 
in  the  Treasury  a  sum  of  money  for  Chapter  90  Highway 
Construction  and/or  Ch.  90  Maintenance. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  assume  liability  in 
the  manner  provided  by  Section  29  of  Chapter  91  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  amended,  for  all  damages  that  may  be  incurred 
by  work  to  be  performed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
of  Massachusetts  for  the  improvement,  development,  main- 
tenance and  protection  of  tidal  and  non-tidal  rivers  and 
streams,  harbors,  tidewaters,  foreshores  and  shores  along  a 
public  beach  in  accordance  with  Section  11  of  Chapter  91 
of  the  General  Laws,  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  execute 
and  deliver  a  bond  of  indemnity  therefor  to  the  Commonwealth.
